Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois,

Section 5. The Illinois Vehicle Code is anended by

addi ng Section 16-108 as fol |l ows:

Sec. 16-108. Cains of diplomatic i nmmunity.

simlar provision of a local ordinance.

(b) If a driver subject to this Section is stopped by a

| aw enforcenent officer who has probable cause to believe

that the driver has commtted a violation described in

subsection (a) of this Section, the law enforcement officer

(1) As soon as possi bl e, contact the U S.

Departnent of State in order to verify the driver's

status and immuunity, if any.

(2) Record al | relevant information from any
driver's license or identification card, including a
driver's license or identification card issued by the

U.S. Departnent of State.

(3) Wthin 5 workdays after the date of the stop,

forward the following to the Secretary of State of

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(A) A vehicle accident report, if the driver

was i nvolved in a vehicle accident.

(B) If acitation or charge was issued to the

driver, a copy of the citation or charge.
